Takes the Witness Stand and Tells the 
Story of the Shooting of Dr. 
J. W. Yonnge. 


Geo. De Wald & Go.

The defense oontinued its testimony 
to-day, introducing witnesses to prove 
that Dr. Tounge threatened Captain 
Swann. Mr. M. V. B. Spencer swore 
that Dr. Tounge threatened to shoot 
Will Cooper, and others testified to the 
doctor’s inclination to fill graveyards, 
while the dootor looked on in evident 
delight. Much time was used arguing 
as to the admission of the Detroit Free 
Press article as evidence, and Judge 
O’Rourke let a portion of it in. 
Captain Swann was to-day surrounded 
by his wife and daughter, who were 
also accompanied by other ladies. 
¥he court room was crowded and 
everyone pushed forward when Captain 
Swann was called to the witness stand. 
Scott Swann said, I have lived here 
thirty three years. I served four years in 
the army, and he then detailed his busi­ 
ness. I met Dr. Younge during the 
campaign two years ago. 
He brought 
me a letter concerning Mr. Blaine. The 
controversy about the reunion began in 
January about a year ago. Dr. Younge 
tried to get possession of the Veteran as­ 
sociation. 
We gave Dr. Younge $150 to 
let' the association alone, 
but 
he 
did not, 
and here Captain 
Swann 
detailed the suits and counter suits 
about the reunion and the attendant dif­ 
ficulties. 
Continuing Captain Swann 
said Dr. Younge threatened him and 
named a dozen people who warned him 
to beware of the doctor. 
A controversy arose about introducing 
evidence to show that Dr. Younge was 
an inmate of Joliet, 111., penitentiary 
and the Clinton and Auburn prisons of 
New York state. 
It was admitted and 
Captain Swann so testified. 
Capt. Swann—It was told me that 
while an inmate the doctor had deadly 
poison on his person and threatened 
the officers of Joliet prison. 
I hear 
that the doctor followed and threatened 
a man who married his first wife while 
the doctor was in prison. 
I heard that Dr. Younge threatened 
the life of the warden of Joliet prison for 
giving publicity to his record. 
Dr. 
Younge told me himself that he shot a 
man at a Philadelphia hotel and escaped 
by a rear door. I was not in the habit 
of carrying weapons. I knew of Dr. 
Younge being at Detroit by the news- 
papers and a telegram I received from 
that city September 5. 
September 7 I was at the Wabash de­ 
pot to go to Indianapolis with Mr. H. C. 
Hanna. I concluded at the last moment 
not to go because of the cost. Mr. Han­ 
na went to Indianapolis for me. 
[ Here he identified the revolver with 
which he shot Dr. Younge.] 
I borrowed it from Peter Certia en 
route to the depot, expecting to go 
away. 
I went to the depot Sept. 8 to meet 
Mr. Hanna to learn what success he had 
for me. I intended to go to Detroit the 
next day and wanted to see Mr. Hanna 
before I left. 
Capt. Harper and myself stopped at 
the depot 
after 
meeting Mr. Han­ 
na. 
We talked 
with 
Mr. 
Stultz* 
of Huntington, who was at the depot. 
Then we went to Chriet Newcomer’s and 
remained there a 
minute. Captain 
Harper wanted to see some mail service 
men and I went over that way with him. 
I stopped near the watch house at the 
comer for a minute and then walked as 
far as the ’bus stand. I did not expect 
to meet Dr. Younge. Captain Harper 
said, T il go over,’ and I said, ‘I ’ll stay 
here. ’ I was standing with my hands 
in my breeches pocket, when I looked 
about and saw John W. Younge coming 
towards me. 
When I first eeen him he 
held his oane in his right hand. 
He 
raised his cane I thought to attack 
me. He then changed his cane and put 
his hand back to his hip pocket. 
I be­ 
lieved he was going to shoot me with a 
hair trigger revolver I heard he had. I 
knew I must act quickly and pulling my 
pistol I shot, supposing the doctor was 
coming towards me. I believed the doo­ 
tor was shot from the front. I believed 
it was necessary to shoot to save my 
own life. 
Here Captain Swann de­ 
scribed on a ohart the relative positions 
of himself and Dr. Younge at the time of 
the shooting and justified his pursuit of 
Dr. Younge by saying he supposed he 
would get behind a car or the scale shed 
and from cover shoot him. 
Continuing directly Captain Swann 
said he did not fire a second shot 
while pursuing Dr. Yonnge although

The defense continued its testimony 


to-day, introducing witnesses to prove 
that Dr. Yonnge threatened Oaptain 
Swann. Mr. M. V. II. Spencer swore 
that Dr. Yonngn threatened to shoot 
Will Cooper, and others testified to the 
doctor'* inclination to fill graveyards, 
while the doctor looked on in evident 
delight.

Captain Swann wan to-day surrounded 


by his wife and daughter, who were 
aleo accompanied by other ladies.

Scott Swann Laid, I have lived hero 


thirty three years. I served four yoara in 
the army, and he then detailed his bust- 
nesa. I met Dr. Younge during the 
campaign two yeare ago.

me a letter concerning Mr. Elaine. The 
controversy about the reunion began in 
January about a year ago. Dr. Yonngo
